HUNS RETREAT 
ON A FRONT 
37 MILES WIDE 


Paris, 
Oct. 
l l — (Delayed)—The 
Germans are retreating on a lront of 
37 miles northeast of Rheims, with 
French cavalry in hot pursuit, the war 
office announced tonight 
The French, following on the heels 
of the enemy, have advanced more 
than six miles at some points. 
The line of retreat extends north of 
Suippe and Arnes rivers. Farther east­ 
ward the French are also pushing the 
Germans back, and the allied advance 
extends along an unbroken front of 
about sixty miles from northwest of 
Rheims 
to 
the 
Argonne 
forest. 
Macliuult bas been passed. 
French and Italians 
are 
rapidly 
clearing 
the 
entire 
Chemin 
Des 
Dames region of the enemy. 
In the 
Oise valley the French are pushing 
toward Quise. 
“The enemy has been forced 
to 
abandon his positions on a front of 
OO kilometers (more than 37 miles) 
which he had defended 
for several 
days past, north of the Suippe and 
the Ames,' the communique said. 
“Our cavalry is treading on the 
heels of the enemy rear guards, pre­ 
ceding the infantry, which has ad­ 
vanced at certain points to the depth 
of ten kilometers (more 
than 
six 
miles). 
“ We have crossed the Suippe and 
raptured Bertricourt, Aumenancourt- 
Le Grand, 
Bazancourt, 
Isles-S u r- 
Suippe, and St.

BEATS ALL RECORDS 
Washington, Oct. 12-—(’oui produc­ 
tion in the United States during the 
six months has beaten all records fot 
fuel mining in the country’s history, 
the fuel administration announced to. 
day. 
Revised coal 
production 
figures, 
prepared by the United States 
Geo 
logical Survey and made public 
by 
the fuel administration, 
show 
this 
record for bitumionous and anthracite 
mining during the first half of the 
cool production year: 
The bituminous tonnage was 311,- 
210,000, an increase of 33,418,000, or 
12 per cent over the record-breaking 
production of the corresponding per­ 
iod of 1917. 
The anthracite 
production 
from 
April I to Sentemebr 28 was 51,051,- 
000 tons, which is 1.072.000, or 2-1 
per cent over lust year’s figures- 
These production records were es­ 
tablished in the face of many handi­ 
caps, ch'ef of which was the reduced 
man prover a t the mines. 
It is r*nmiffed that tho draft took 
between 50 OOO and 00,000 coal 
min­ 
ers during the last year, while proba­ 
bly as many men left the mines for 
other war industries.

TURKEY IN HURRY 
TU GET DUT DF WAR 


London, Oct. 12.—With the Allies in 
the near east driving ahead to re-es- 
tabb'di their front on the Dunube riv­ 
er, Turkey is accelerating her efforts 
to withdraw from the war. 
Following 
tentative 
negotiations 
with the allies, reported for the last 
few days, Turkey is now said to be 
sending an appeal to ^resident Wilson 
—probably similar to that of Bulgaria 
—urging his aid in securing for T ur­ 
key, an armistice and her retirement 
as a Teutonic ally. 
Gen. A Allenby has wrecked Tur­ 
key’s armies and once the allies re­ 
establish the Danube front 
Turkey 
will be cut off from all hope of aid 
from Germany. 
When the allies get their waterway 
under fire of their guns barges ben rill * 
munitions to Turkey via the Black 
Sea must cease their iperutions and 
the Ottoman empire will be wiped out 
of the war. 
“This accomplished, the Dardanelle* 
will be thrown open to 
Hie 
allied 
fleet. Odessa opened as a base for re­ 
construction of an eastern front in 
Russia—>and the plight of Australia 
will become increasingly serious. It is 
probable, therefore, that Germany is 
exerting every pressure to hold her 
ally in line or engineer Turkey’s exit 
in such fashion as to get what salvage 
she can out of the ruins. For this rea­ 
son officials here are 
withholding 
comment on the latest reported 'Porks 
maneuver until official advices are at 
hand.

She most either yield to her vas­ 
sals’ demands or lose them, iii the 
opinion of experts here. 
A Basle dispatch stating the Ger 
man reply has been handed tho Swiss 
minister greatly heightened specula­ 
tion as to its contents. 
Today Prince Max is expected 
to 
appear before the Reichstag and dis­ 
cuss Germany’s reDlv to 
President 
Wilson inquiries. 
With the German 
armies retreating steadily under the 
constant blows of Foch iu the west, 
and with German’s vassals in 
the 
e ist crying for peace, the position of 
I Max is the most interesting of any of 
the long line of chancellors that have 
nassed like phantoms over the Reichs­ 
tag rostrum since the war broke out. 
Interior conditions are worse than 
at any time in the history of 
Ger­ 
many. 
According to reoorts to this 
Government, the indications increase 
that “Germany is a crumbling

Germany’s reply to President Wilson’s arm- 
istice note is reported to have been delivered to 
the Swiss minister in Berlin this morning:. 
Some German newspapers say the reply ac­ 
ceded to Wilson’s demands, which included com­ 
plete evacuation of occupied territories and a 
statement as to which German faction was repre­ 
sented in the proposal, before an armistice could 
be considered. 
Others say that only farreaching concessions 
are contained in the reply. 
The most definite reports concerning the 
German answer were received in unofficial dis­ 
patches to the United States yesterday. 
These 
stated that Germany would agree to evacuation 
of France and Belgium, providing peace negotia­ 
tions began in a neutral country before the with­ 
drawal was completed, hut that Austro-German 
troops would remain in occupied portions of Rus­ 
sia and Rumania until peace was signed. 
Phe reply is said to have been drawn up under 
supervision of Prince Max, the German chancel­ 
lor, but to have required confirmation at a confer­ 
ence of the Kaiser with his military and civil 
chiefs, and the rulers of the various German 
states. 
At the same time, Austria-Hungary and Tur­ 
key are reported to have notified Germany that 
they will accept Wilson’s terms for an armistice. 
An Amsterdam dispatch said that official an­ 
nouncement of this was expected at once. Turkey 
also is reported to have undertaken separate ne­ 
gotiations for an immediate peace, through W il­ 
son. 
In the meantime the allies continue their ad­ 
vance on wide fronts. 
The British, striking along a 22 mile front be­ 
tween Lens and Cambrai yesterday evening car­ 
ried their lines to within a mile of Douai, on the 
west. That important city is now* practically sur­ 
rounded. There was no major fighting, appar­ 
ently on the remainder of the front north of St. 
Gobain Massif. 
The German retirement in the Champagne 
region has carried them northward in the bend of 
the Aisne to the general line of the Retourne 
river and the Pauvaus highway. The latter town 
has been occupied by the French. 
Evacuation of the Chemin Des Dames region 
by the enemy is also proceeding rapidly and the 
French and Italians are almost upon Craonne. 
In the Balkans the Serbians are within 12 
miles of their former capital of Nish. "File French 
and Serbs are pushing westward into Albania, 
retreating northward. Italian troops continue to 
shove the Austrian fine northward in Albania.

high standard of war production at­ 
tained within the last few months. 
Secretary McAdoo, under whose di­ 
rection the work of the U. S. Public 
Health Service Is carried on, Is taking 
an active interest in the health cam­ 
paign. 
Despite 
the tremendous de­ 
mands on his time because of the 
Fourth Liberty Loan and the work of 
the Railroad Administration, he has 
personally asked the help of the na­ 
tion’s newspapers In putting this im­ 
portant educational work before tile 
people.

The coffin, a simple box. draped with 
the American flag and usually having 
also a bunch of flowers, is borne on 
the caisson. On either side of the car­ 
la g e walk two soldiers, the ones who 
lay their comrade to rest. 
French 
and American soldiers and 
civilians 
follow after. 
We go along a quiet 
road to a pretty lane where we turn 
and continue until we come to what 
has been a yellow wheat field.

Gross takes a flower from those there 
to press and send home to the family 


when she writes the letter of sym ­ 
pathy that she writes after each funer­ 
al. 
In a short time a white cross bear­ 
ing the name and organization of the 
soldier sleeping there is placed at the 
head of the grave.

helps one to realize

Jesus 
meant when he said “ G reater love 
hath no man than this th a t a man 
lax down his life for his friends;” 
't bel us us to realize something of 
tim mission of suffering. 
This same ceremony was followed 
at an officer’s funeral except officers 
walked beside the carriage and there 
wa« an echo bugle of Taos.

In other words he is comcientiously 
endeavoring to give the consumers the 
very best th at 
anyone 
can 
possibly 
'ive them. 
His second 
consideration and 
the 
one to which 
he gives 
very 
serious 
thought 
is— what 
price 
must 
he 
•barge the public for the article. The 
mice m ust not be too 
much nor. yet 
must it be too little, and until he a r­ 
rives 
at 
the 
proper 
m argin 
upon 
which to figure fair profits he is not 
cady to advertise to the public- 
Advertising is really an insurance 
to the consumer as to price. 
A dvertising 
is the 
one 
force 
in 
ommeree and trade today which more 
nearly guarantees to the people a fair 
Trice on consumer exchange with the 
assurance th a t 
this price 
is 
stan d­ 
ardized in a way th a t there will be no 
Juctuation. 
Never has this been so practically 
lemonstrated in the history of busi­ 
ness than it bas been during the past 
two years 
when there 
has 
heen 
an 
emphatic tendency to raise prices for 


articles of food, clothing or means of 
shelter. 
While we know that unusual condi­ 
tions make a 
g re a t scarcity 
in 
raw 
material for the m anufacture of many, 
goods, 
yet it would 
seem 
at 
times 
th at there is an unreasonable increase 
in prices for some of the necessities of 
life. 
iv ow just at this time those articles 
which have been advertised for years 
at standard prices remain 
either 
at 
that standard at the present time 
or 
so very nearly this amount th a t there 
is little or no difference in 
the 
price 
to the consumer. 
Yhe problem which 
confronts 
the 
advertising business at all times is to 
make known to the general public that 
there is som ething which can be p ur­ 
chased which 
is 
essentially 
needed 
and 
which can 
he 
secured at a fair 
price to the buver. 
Custom has established that 
there 
are some tilings 
which we 
m ust 
of 
necessity have, and which, therefore’, 
do not 
require the 
same am ount 
of 
publicity or selling force- 
For 
example, we 
all 
must 
w ear 
shoes and it has been accepted by the 
m anufacturers of this particular com­ 
modity th a t “shoes 
are 
shoes” 
and 
that the average buver of shoes visits 
his m erchant intending* to pay a cer­ 
tain am ount for shoes without much 
if any thought to the particular make 
or trade m ark of the shoe. 
There are a few exceptions to this. 
Now, therefore, when a scarcity of
